AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the 
coming of Our Lord to earth. This Carol 
Service, which ts taken largely from the one 
used tn King's College, Cambridge, is designed 
to include as many of these features as poss- 
thle. Properly, the choir should be moving 

tn Procession from West to East, from 'Darkness 
to Light', but the short length of our Nave 
only allows us to do this symbolically. First, 
from the chancel gallery the ancient Responsory 
of Advent Sunday Matins, and a Carol, announce 
the hope of the Messtah. After a Bidding Prayer, 
the choir enters, singing St. Ambrose's great 
hymn, "Come, thou Redeemer of the earth". 
Prophetic leetions alternate with carols. 
Finally the Gospel of the Redemption replaces 
the Prophets and the whole congregation stands 
to say with the Minister the last Responsory of 
Advent, and to sing the great Advent hymn, "0 
come, Emmanuel".

A few miles east of Geneva, at Etoy, there is a small 
community of nuns known as ‘Fraternité Oecuménique’.

In downtown Vancouver, an Anglican parish sponsors the 
St. James’ Centre.

In the Canadian North mission priests learn the ways of a 
servant so as to share the Gospel in deed, as well as in 
Word and Sacrament.

Our vocation to be stewards is atthe very heart of the 
biblical revelation which acknowledges God as the gra- 
cious giver of all things. For us, the people of God, 
the primary evidence for God as Giver is seen in three 
very simple and very mysterious ways, recited by us 
regularly in the Apostles' and Nicene Creeds. 


God gives us ourselves and the world. It is the faith 
of the people of God that God has made us, the world 
and all that is in it. The world and our very lives 
are gifts of God. 


Godis the Giver of his Christ. The gift of Jesus Christ 
is a principal way in which we learn of the nature of 
God. In Jesus God givesus himself in the wonder of a 
human being. We understand that this is something God 
has done for the whole world and because he has done 
it for the whole world he has done it for every person 
in the world. ; 


God ís the Giver of his Spirit. The Spirit of God is 
the guide and guardian of the Church. That same Spi- 
rit is the gift which moved upon chaos "in the begin- 
ning" to make a creation. 


That we are accountable for our use of the gifts God 
has given us is no grim truth at all. It is, rather, 
a great joy; for to beheld accountable is to be treated 
as being of great worth. We are, then, stewards of the 
worth which God has conferred upon us. The steward- 
ship of our livesand all thatwe have embraces the joy 
we find in our own worth. 


Some things, indeed are very simple. But we have learned 


from Jesus that what is simple, like finding and buying 
the pearl of great price, is also very costly. In or=- 


der to have life we give life. There is no other way 
than this by which we can be more like God. It is our 
vocation, our purpose, tobe likeGod. The way to that 
likeness, and the fulfilling of our vocation, is the 
way of the steward.

THE BELLS OF CHRIST CHURCH 


When a church has a tower, it is only fitting that the tower 
have a bell in it. Christ Church is fortunate. There are 
eight bells in the tower. In the traditional manner, each bell 
is rung by a human being pulling on a rope. Instead of the 
bells being chimed, each bell is pulled into the "up" position 
and then released. As it swings in a complete circle, the bell 
rings. Rather than tunes being rung, permutations and combina- 
tions of eight are rung in varying patterns called changes. 


Each bell is inscribed with the name of the donor, and a number 
of them have a dedicatory verse on them. In the Old Country, 
belis are “Baptised" and given names. Here is a brief list of 
tne bells and some of their statistics: 


No. 8 B-flat 952 Ibs. Canterbury Bell, dedicated Archbishop 
Fisher. This is the Tenor Bell. 


No. 7 Middle C 708 Ibs. In Memory of Florence Adele Lowes 

No. 6 D 590 Ibs. In Memory of Edward F.L. Tavender 

No. 5 E-flat 550 Ibs. In Memory of Letitia Ann Hill and of 
Henry Bruce Hill 

No. 4 F 472 lbs. Given by a thankful parishioner 

No. 3 G 406 Ibs. Given by the Women's Guild of Christ Church 

No. 2 A 350 Ibs. In Memory of John David Southam 

No. 1 B-flat 366 Ibs. Given in memory of one's mother. This 


is the Treble Bell. 


On No. 5 and No. 3 Bells are inscribed verses written by one of 
our parishioners, Mrs. Edith Hunter. 

Before the present ring of bells, Christ Church had one bell. 
It now calls people to worship in St. Michael and All Angels 
Church on the North Hill in Calgary.

REJOICE! REJOUISSEZ-VOUS! 


Therefore, since we are justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. Through him we have 
obtained access to this grace in which we stand, and we 
rejoice in our hope of sharing the glory of God. More than that, 
we rejoice in our sufferings, knowing that suffering produces 
endurance, and endurance produces character, and charac- 
ter produces hope, and hope does not disappoint us, because 
God's love has been poured into our hearts through the Holy 
Spirit which has been given to us. 


Romans 5:1-5 


Faith. Peace. Grace. Love. ..All these basic Christian con- 
cepts are found together in this short passage from the letter to 
the Romans. In addition, twice in these verses a Greek word is 
used which can be translated into English in various ways: we 
triumph, we exult, we glory. In both the King James and Revised 
Standard versions the translation is we rejoice. 

“We rejoice in our hope of sharing the glory of God. More than 
that we rejoice in our sufferings. . .’ 

Rejoice, understood in this way, is the theme of the 1983 
General Synod of our Anglican Church of Canada. 

The General Synod logo, reproduced on the cover of this 
bulletin, interprets this theme; hands open, pointing upward and 
outward, the explosion of languages—lInuit, Cree, French and 
English—with their admonition to Rejoice! 

The words of the General Synod hymn, based on the scripture 
passage, offer further elaboration of the theme.

THE LITURGY OF EASTER EVE 


As the service begins, the Church is in complete 
darkness, a symbol of the darkness of the world 
living apart from God.

visible token of Christ who proclaimed himself the 
Light of the world. The passage from death to life 
is signified first of al] by the chance from darkness 
to light. 


The first part of the service consists of 4 rites: 

eS The blessina of the new fire at the Church door, 
representing Christ's Resurrection; 2. The blessing 
marking and lishtine of the Pascal or Faster Candle, 
a symbol of the Risen Christ; 3. The procession 
through the darkened church carrying the lighted can- 
dle, recalling the Exodus journey of the People of 
Israel in which God auided His people with a luminous 
cloud and a pillar of fire. From this one Candle 
other lights in the Church are lit representing the 
light of the Risen Christ dispensing all the shades 
of darkness; 4. The chanting of the very ancient 
and beautiful Easter song, the Exultet.

‘It is more important today to redeem words than to redeem peo- 
ple.’ This seriously humorous comment from theologian Matthew 


Fox points to a reality of church life: many of the traditional words y 

and symbols of our faith have lost their original, powerful mean- h e N a 

ing, have become trivialized or lifeless and stand in need of ‘re- E \ y 
demption.’ 

‘Steward’ and ‘stewardship’ are such words. 

In church thought and practice we often equate stewardship O t E tewar A 
with ‘money management’ atid ‘church giving.’ In the original bibli- i ; 
cal use, however, there'isa larger, fuller meaning that has striking 
relevance for our time. 

The symbol of steward is in fact being reclaimed for us by eco- 
logists and others concerned about the present and future life of this 
fragile, beautiful planet and its inhabitants. They see green lands 
turning to deserts, lakes dead and dying, air filling with pollutants, 
and they say the world is crying out for earth-keepers—people who 
care enough to put conservation ahead of consumption. And they 
use the word ‘stewardship’ to describe this kind of caring. 

‘The way of the steward’ is a way of living—a way of being 
Christians in the world, ‘living in solidarity with the earth and with 
the inhabitants of earth. A’steward’is one who tends and nurtures 
life in all its manifold forms—in persons-who are hurting, or hun- 
gry or alone as well asin lakes and trees and rivers. 

In the biblical symbol of the steward we find a powerful image 
for the life and work-of therchurch in the 1980's. The way of the 
Christian steward is the way of authentic caring for all 
humankind, for the earth and for all creatures. 

Our response to the’ biblical: symbol 
must include our use of tioney and char- 
itable giving. But stewardship, rightly: ¿ 
understood, describes. the church's}. 
total mission. 

The challenge of Anglicans 
in Mission is therefore a chal- 
lenge to a life of stewardship 
in the fullest and richest 
meaning of that word.

GOD’S WORD: OPEN FOR ALL 
It is sometimes forgotten that the Bible is not available to the majority of people 
in the world. Careful studies on the status of Christianity in the world have brought 
to light two things: 

1. There has been a remarkable spread of the Gospel over the past 2,000 years and 
some one billion people are now classed as Christians. In the past 150 years 
Christian missions opened 85 per cent of the Schools in Africa and 600 hospitals 
in India. Today Africa and Asia have millions of Christians and about one 
thousand new churches open their doors every week.

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the 
coming of Our Lord to earth. This Carol 
Service, which is taken largely from the one 
used in King's College, Cambridge, is designed 
to include as many of these features as poss- 
ible. Properly, the choir should be moving 
in Procession from West to East, from 'Dark- 
ness to Light', but the short length of our 
Nave only allows us to do this symbolically. 
First, from the chancel gallery the ancient 
Responsory of Advent Sunday Matins, and a 
Carol, announce the hope of the Messiah. 
After a Bidding Prayer, the choir enters, 
Singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, "Come, thou 
Redeemer of the earth". Prophetic lections 
alternate with carols. Finally the Gospel 
of the Redemption replaces the Prophets and 
the whole congregation stands to say with the 
Minister the last Responsory of Advent, and 
to sing the great Advent hymn, "0 come, 
Emmanuel",

NOTES OF THE CHURCH IN THE NORTH 
Diocese of iioosonee - Christ Church, Chibougaman, St. 


Alban the iiartyr Chapais 


Rev. Odette Perron reports that the situation in 
Nortnern Quebec is a difficult one for a mission. 

We are dealing with three cultures: one which is 
disappearing quickly, the anglophones, another which 
is greatly threatened, Cree Indian and one which îs 
strengthening itself, the francophones. However all 
tnree do not empathize easily with the other. Une 
of the nerculian tasks to do is to open up these minds 
and sould to relate to one another as being members of 
the same Body of Christ. The religious sects that. 
keep poring into our milieu have a devastating effect 
also. Fathering the people back into the community 
is one of our coals. The cost of livirg is higher 
nere than in the southern parishes, by financial and 
communication, 'rapports' we remain an entity cut off 
from others, who exist only via the world of business 
that has an eye on the material wealth that is hidden 
nere and never for the wealth that it hidden in the 
people as Christians: Two of the Reserves in the 
district have no priests because none wish to face the 
challenge of a different ministry. This means.that 
the one priest for a radius of 300 miles does a pear 
job at reaching out. Will you help?

Dietrich Bonhoeffer, a German theologian 
who was imprisoned and eventually executed by Hitler, 
spoke eloquently of freedom. Saint Paul, despite being 
the object of continual distrust and persecution, spoke 
authoritatively of the freedom that grew from his faith. 


For both, Paul and Bonheoffer, the source of freedom 
was God. They learned the lessons of freedom from 
Christ. They learned that one cannot acquire freedom. 
One cannot possess it. For in trying to seize it, freedom 
is lost. 


We discover that freedom comes in letting go, not in 
holding on; in sharing, not in getting. Freedom is a gift 
from God. In the moments in which we accept freedom, 
we discover God's giving nature. With the acceptance of 
the gift, we recognize that we have been freed to love. 
We have been freed to live. And in a moment of exciting . 
insight, we understand an undeniable lesson of Christ: f 
The true act of freedom is giving, for in giving, our D 

freedom is affirmed. In our giving, God draws a delicate 

circle to completion. Freedom, and giving, and living, N 

and loving become inseparable.

For us, the people of God, 
the primary evidence for God as Giver is seen in three 
very simple and very mysterious ways, recited by us 
regularly in the Apostles' and Nicene Creeds. 


God gives us ourselves and the world. It is the faith 
of the people of God that God has made us, the world 
and all that is in it. The world and our very lives 
are gifts of God. 


Godás the Giver of his Christ. The gift of Jesus Christ 
is a principal way in which we learn of the nature of 
God. In Jesus God givesus himself in the wonder of a 
human being. We understand that this is something God 
has done for the whole world and because he has done 
it for the whole world he has done it for every person 
in the world. 


God ás the Giver of his Spirit. The Spirit of God is 
the guide and guardian of the Church. That same Spi- 
rit is the gift which moved upon chaos "in the begin- 
ning" to make a creation. 


That we are accountable for our use of the gifts God 
has given us is no grim truth at all. It is, rather; 
a great joy; for to be held accountable is to be treated 
as being of great worth.
